In  one  of  his  latest 
contributions,  polnt.'^  cmt  that  French 
military  men  and  statesmen  were 
bontlnually  pressing  Mm  to  push 
his  troops  Into  the  lines  of  battle  or 
into  the  trenches.  If  for  no  other 
reason  than  the  moral  efleets  upon 
the  Allied  and  the  enemy  forces. 
Apparently  the  British  commanders 
were  very  oarehd  to  leave  that  mat- 
ter entirely  In  the  discretion  of  the 
United  States  commander.  At  any 
rate,  after  the  American  troops  had 
been  in  France  for  seven  nv  :  ') 
they  were  stUl  considered  iiisuffl- 
clently  trained  to  take  an  active 
part  m  the  fighting.  The  French 
authorities  then  suggested  that  if 
the  Americans  were  not  fully  prt- 
pared  to  beeeoM  aotlve  partidpanU 
In  the  war  as  a  imlt.  parts  of  them 
might  be  drafted  into  the  French 
armies  to  stvAigthen  and  stiffen 

them.  But  Pershing,  probably  be- 
cause of  the  known  American  re- 
pugnance to  any  sort  of  foceign  con- 
nection and  relations,  wa,s  deter- 
mined to  kttp  his  forces  togetiier  as 
a  unit  and  to  Insist  upon  them  flgbt- 
ing  as  a  taitt  m  times  of  peace  the 
United  Statss  had  not  prepared  for 
war,  and  m  thne  ef  war  the  tmited 
sutes  waa  a  long  Mae  tn  fireparing 
for  war.

If  It  Is  Illuminating  to  the  average 
reader  of  the  newspapers,  it  Is  some- 
what of  a  revelation  to  us.  And 
that  U  why  we  ,snv  the  memoirs  of 
the  United  States  general  are  su- 
premely Interesting.  The  American 
army  was  maintained  as  an  inde- 
pendent belligerent  imlt.  and  when 
It  eventually  became  an  active  par- 
ticipant In  the  war  it  fought  as  a 
unit.  Up  to  the  point  to  which  the 
Oenerai  has  takeh  us.  the  Aifiertcan 
army  had  not  begun  to  fight  as  a 
unit,  therefore  nothing  has  been 
written  about  Its  achievements. 
These  we  shall  have  later.  Thm 
far  the  author  and  soldier  has  writ- 
ten with  reetramt.  and  we  do  not 
anticipate  that  as  the  narrative  pro- 
ceeds there  will  be  any  flamboyant 
references  to  the  achievements  of 
the  united  Statss  feroes.

REMOVAL  OF  RIPPLE  ROCK  ' 

Sir,— Should  the  Federal  inqniry 
onmnilsslon,  now  sitting,  decide  that 
Ripple  Rock  must  be  removed.  I  dp 
not  think  the  people  of  Vletoria 

.should  conclude  that  their  last  hope 
of  railway  connection  Ls  gone. 

For  many  years  the  train  ferry 
at  i)<';i  i'  ua  the  only  connection 
•t  i.  of  country  between 

Canada  and  the  United  States,  and 
passengers  on  the  trains  were  never 
sure  when  they  had  croesed  by  the 
fsrry,  it  was  done  so  smoothly. 

It  seems  to  me  the  first  and  most 
Important  preparation  for  railway 
connection  with  the  Mainland  l.s  the 
opening  ii|)  and  development  of  the 
Island,  and  the  mrrea.se  of  tiadr  to 
such  a  volume  that  they  will  be  call- 
ing for  permission  to  build  the  rail- 
way. 

But  meantime,  while  we  are  oon- 
centratlng  our  attention  on  the 
building  of  a  bridge,  the  larger  ques- 
tion of  a  railway  from  Peace  River, 
and  an  outlet  to  the  Pacific  is  being 
ptished  vigorously  by  Vancouver,  and 
we  are  doing  nothing. 

To  anyone  who  makes  a  study  of 
(lie  geoKraphicjil  pasltlon  of  Vnncou- 
'  :  1  •li\iid  it  must  be  a  (|ue.stion  why 
the  (PR  did  not  make  their  Pacific 
port  oil  ;ia  west  coast  of  this  Island, 
which  .stands  In  much  the  same  rela- 
tion to  Canada  as  the  British  Isles 
do  to  Surope.  and  tbe  world  knows 
what  an  advantage  that  has  been 
to  Britain's  sea  power  and  trade.  It 
wlU  be  observed  that  ocean  liners 
coming  across  the  Pm  Iflc  first  touch 
our  coast  about  Nootka  and  have  to 
go  .south  along  the  rough  mast  of 
this  Lsland,  and  round  the  southern 
end  of  it  near  .Sooke,  and  before  they 
get  to  Vancouver  they  liave  lost  at 
least  twenty  or  twenty-four  houiB  In 
a  piece  of  dangerous  and  iinneces 
sary  luvigation— a  waste  of  Ume. 

In  building  a  railway  from  Peace 
River,  via  Bute  Inlet,  Quadra  Island, 
a  ferry  at  Campbell  River  and  a 
short  railway  across  to  Nootka  tide 
water,  (he  dl.«lance  would  be  no 
greater  than  to  Vancouver,  and  It 
would  bring  you  a  twenty-four  hours' 
shorttr  sea  route,  an  advantage 
worth  millions  of  dollars. 

The  lilgh  cost  of  freight  being  one 
of  serious  considaration,  barber  dues 
at  Vanoouver  are  very  high  oom- 
IMtred  with  what  a  new  port  at 
Nootka  would  be  able  to  charge,  and 
a  little  opposition  would  tend  to  re- 
duce freight  rates  al.sr> 

A  railway  along  tlu^  r»nde  would 
open  up  H  viisf  cmintrv  rich  In 
mlneral.s  ntid  potential  Hgncultural 
wealth,  from  one  end  of  it  to  the 
oUier,  while  the  Vancouver  route 
would  pas.s  thidugii  much  country 
already  supplied  by  railway  oonsM- 
tion.  '   

Canada  Is  Uks  a  vast  continent, 
and  tbe  future  veionM  of  trade  in 
fifty  years  or  so  Is  get^  to  be  tre- 
looB.  Weold  it  be  a  Wifle  policy 
to  plan  that  all  that  volume  of  trade 
mtist  be  squeezed  through  one  port 
at  the  rxtjenir  soutbueet  eoraer  of 

that  va.sf  territory? 

There  is  lit  tie  doubt  that  a  port 
at  Nootka  would  became  a  serious 
rival  to  Vancouver  and  would  divert 
■eueh  of  its  trade,  but  the  interests 
of  Oanada  come  first,  and  Vancou- 
ver li  already  so  well  e>tabliAh«Mi  she 
weeM  at  least  bs  able  to  hold  what 
ae  kae  and  be  prosperou^^ 

to  flitare.  much  of  o«ir  mail  will 
be  carried  by  air  and  here  again  we 
need  (he  shortest  route  ai^  the 
nearest  point  for 
—Vancouver  Island 
But  m  an  iflMaHon  for  railway

quest to  his  Government  and  the 
Government  sent  It  to  Oer1>»r8l  Pe- 
taln,  who,  of  courst,  n-fcrred  the 
question  to  me.  My  reply,  which 
went  direct  to  Washington,  nat- 
urally supported  the  original  rec- 
ommendMkai.

As  a  matter  of  fact,  my  cables 
were  too, often  regarded  merely  as 
recommendations  which  the  bureaus 
might  approve  or  not,  as  they  ehose. 

This  conception  irf  their  ftinetloBs 
was  entirely  erroneous  in  that  there 
had  been  no  previous  study  of  these 
questions  made  at  home  and  they 
could  not.  from  that  distance,  know 
what  we  needed  as  well  as  we  our- 
selves knew.  Moreover,  in  prin- 
ciple It  was  simply  their  duty  to 
furnish  the  Army  what  it  askM 
for,  if  possible,  as  otherwise  we 
could  not  'be  iMiA  responsible  for 
results. 

As  |>ertlnent  lo  thl.s  disregard  Of 
my  requests  In  some  quarters  of 
the  War  Department,  we  received 
on  a  certain  date  confidential  cable 
advice  of  sailings  that  were  to  take 
place  from  New  York  which  had 
been  furnished  the  nrench  repre- 
sentative nine  days  earlier.  After 
protesting  once  more  against  the 
dangerous  practice  of  nlvuig  tliis 
sort  of  advance  information  to  the 
French,  the  Chief  of  Staff  at  Wa.sh- 
ington  finally  stated  that  it  would 
discontinued  entirely.

ply  table  perhaps  drawn  up  imder 
a  former  regime  by  an  antiquated 
desk  soldier  long  since  retired  and 
forgotten  As  an  lllu.'.tration,  I  re- 
call a  bill  of  lading  from  one  of 
our  transports  that  was  presented 
to  me  about,  this  time  as  a  curi- 
osity. It  listed  a  number  of  articles 
quite  uaelessto'an  army  in  the  field 
and  provoked' the  following  cable: 

"For  all  departments.  Recom- 
ment  no  further  shipments  be 
made  of  following  articles  .  .  .

T  have  often  wondered  what  man- 
ner of  man  was  responsible  fo;  .'hip- 
ping such  things,  whether' on  supply 
ables  or  not.  thereby  wasting  ton- 
nage, when  winter  clothing,  build- 
ing material,  steel  and  a  lot  of  real 
necessltle-,  were  being  delayed. 

AH  of  (he^e  facts  suggested  a  con- 
dition of  at  fairs  during  those  ear- 
lier months  that  must  have  paral- 
leled tlie  incf ficieniy  displayed  In 
the  management  of  our  transport 
system  in  the  Spanish-American 
War.  a  comparison  that  was  frankly 
stated  m  the  following  caUe.  Oc- 
tober 10,  11>17: 

"Assignment  of  Medical  Depart- 
ment with  troops  heretofore  ar- 
riving indicates  lack  of  supervi- 
sion.

It  was  then  nearly  .six  months 
after  we  had  entered  the  war.  and 
no  .system  al  i)oiiits  of  embarka- 
tion was  yet  app.trent. 

We  were  short -hii ndc<l.  both  at 
depots  and  along  the  Line  oi  Com- 
munications, n  all  classes  of  labor 
(hat  should  liave  been  sent  over 
long  before.  The  Quartermaster 
Corps  In  France  was  seriousty 
handicapped  iii  handling,  caring  for 
and  issuing  stores' and  supplies. 

StevedoreM  Needed 

The  need  for  stevedores  liad  be- 
come most  urgent.  Combat  troops 
were  still  being  u.sed  to  imload 
cargo  and  much  time  was  wn.stcd 
by  the  use  of  labor  that  was  entwel 
unsuitable  for  this  sort  of  work 
through  lack  of  experience.  More- 
over, it  was  urgent  that  the  eombat 
troops  sheuM  be  sent  hihuid  to 
reeeive  their  battle  instnictlon.  The 
Ftench,  although  short  themselves, 
had  loaned  us  a  few  pri.soners  and 
also  some  women  as  lalxuens  to 
help  nut.  but  neither  class  wa.s  .sat-

Mechaiucs  Wanted 

The  French  now  came  forward 
with  an  urgent  4)lea  for  mechanics 
for  airplane  con.struction,  clai;n::ie 
tiiat  we  had  iiromi.sed  to  tiuii.sh 
them.  Wha'i  vcr  the  imderslanding 
may  have  )>€en.  It  was  manifest 
that  \Kc  hoiiid  not  be  likely  to  get 
many, airplanes  unless  we  made  an 
'effort  tq  provide  them  additional 
help.  A<ioordlngly  the  nutter  was 
fuUy  explained  to  the  War  Depart- 
ment and  a  request  made  for  3.000 
mechanics  In  November,  a  like  num- 
ber in.D^mhsr  and  tiOM  in  Jan- 
uary. 

The  French  offered  some  of  their 
slow  ships  te  earry  tbam  across,  but 
It  .was:  net  Ngarded  as  aate  at  that 
time  to  employ  transports  under 
sixteen  kn<^  in  speed,  as  they  could 
not  be  sent  with  the  regular  con- 
voys The  War  Department  ap- 
proved l!)'^  request  for  mechanics 
but  concluded  that  our  shipping 
could  transport  them  As  fsst  as 
they  were  ready. 

My  diary  notes  the  fSOowlnt:

The  FYench.  always  soliritons  re- 
garding the  progress  of  our  training, 
were  ■  that  our  mo.st.  ad- 
vanccc  An.  ican  unit  take  its  place 
In  a  quiet  sector  for  the  experience. 
The  main  reason  they  advanced  for 
suggesting  front  line  training  at 
this  time,  with  which  I  fuUy  agreed, 
was  that  it  would  give  new  encour- 
agement te  their  armlA  and 
through  .them  to  the  people.

It  is  a 
matter  of  perpetual  edoeatlon  in  tiie  sciioois,  in 
the  pres.i.  by  radio  broadcasting,  through  the 
motion  pictures,  and  by  all  other  known  means 
q(  ifjftihir  the  public.

.Sir.  \V.;  are  frequently  told  in 
these  depressing  times,  by  our  poli- 
ticians and  city  fathers,  that  the 
only  way  out  of  the  present  im- 
passe Is  to  do  everything  In  our 
power  to  support  home  Industries.

of  fresh  eggs. 

In  the  middle  of  November  tliere 
were  over  12.000.000  dozen  eggs  in 
storage  ta  Oenada.  and  ti^e  year 
before  that,  on  the  same  date,  there 
were  only  about  •,000.000.  These 
eggs  were  taken  off  the  mailtet  at 
the  peak  of  production,  which  was 
at  the  time  a  benefit  to  tiie  pro- 
ducers. It  kspt  up  the  prtoee  of 
fresh  eggs. 

The  storage  egg  market  has  suf- 
fOred  from  a  vartoty  of  Uto  during 
the  past  asBSon.  Ihe  export  outlet 
was  very  Ihnlted.  and  only  very 
small  shipmenU  of  storage  eggs 
were  exported  lo  Great  Britain,  and 
tlie  production  of  fresli  egRs  con-  , 
tlnued  heavy  all  through  the  Sum- 
mer and  early  Pall,  and  it  was  late 
before  storage  eggs  started  moving 
taito  consumption  bi  any  volume, 
which  gave  the  storage  egg  market 
a  bod  start,  from  which  it  has  never 
been  abto  to  recover.

Victoria  Public  Library  in  its  annual 
report,  which  wa.s  .suhniltted  to  the 
mayor  and  council  last  niffht. 

"The  work  of  the  Public  Library 
during  tha  past  year  Shows  distinct 
progress,"  tha  report  continued  In 
part, "  the  desk  statistics  Showing  ^ 
that  tlie  number  of  book.s  taken  out  | 
during  the  year  wa.s  no  less  than 
35.815  in  exce.ss  of  the  circulation 
durinc  the  previous  year  The  num- 
ber of  ret;iM  ra  t  ii  iv.  al.so  .show.s  an  in- 
crease of  1.054  over  1929.

strain  rather  than  to  attempt  poor 
relief  for  the  affected  areas. 

The  conference  held  at  Reglna 
had  reached  agreement  on  this 
point,  that  the  United  Church  of 
Canada  should  ndt  permit  her  min- 
isters in  the  drfed-out  areas  of  the 
central  prairies  to  suffer  financial 
disability  as  compared  with  other 
ministers  of  their  church.  Every 
case  of  dlstres.s  that  had  arisen  up 
to  the  present  had  been  met 
through  the  Home  Mission  Board. 
A  special  fund  is  being  raised  in 
Ontario  and  Quabec  to  maet  the 
emergency.
